Arguments were continued in the case 
stateu by Mr. Justice Hanna at the High 
Court, on circuit at Wicklow. for the deter- 
mination of a question of law arising on a 
claim of Mrs. Elizabeth Cleary, ‘‘ Bowden 
Cottage,’ Strand road, Bray, for £86 odd 
alleged to have been overpaid for rent of her 
cottage. 

It appeared that ‘‘ Bowden Cottage” was 
one of a number comprised in a lease of 
March 23, 1825, and had been held by Mrs. 
Cleary’s predecessors at a yearly rent of 
fivepence. That lease had expired on March 
25, 1924, but before then Mrs. Cleary had 
Signed a proposal for a new lease at £6 a 
year, and she had been granted a lease for 
99 years from March 25, 1924, at £6 a year. 
From March 25, 1924, till September 29, 
1939, she had pos £87 in respect of rent 
payable under the lease at £6 a year. 

Mrs. Cleary contended that the standard 
rent of the cottage was fivepence a year; that 
the permitted increase under the Increase of 
Rent Act was one penny; and that the land- 
lords were entitled to recover only the yearly 
rent of sixpence from March 25, 1924, till 
September 29, 

It was submitted on behalf of the land- 
lords that the yearly rent sf fivepence paid 
before March 1924, was not a “rent” within 
the meaning of the Rent Acts; that 
the standard renu was £6, and that on the 
fixing of the standard. rent by the Circuit 
Court Judge such rent was retrospective, so 
as to prevent the recovery of any sums pre- 
viously pá when such sums were not in 
excess oí the standard rent so fixed, plus 
permitted increases.

ORDER TO INSPECT BANK 
ACCOUNTS

: ENNIS, Thursday. 

' At a Special Court, before District Justice 
Gleeson, at Ennis to-day, Walter Chapman, 
managing director of the Ennis Braid Mills, 
and Ted Town, director, were again charged 
in connection with the conversion or 
attempted conversion to their own use of 
certain sums of money, amounting to £11,536, 
the property of L. Jordan, Ltd., the owners 
of the mills. 

No evidence was offered except that of 
Superintendent P. H. Casey, who applied for 
a remand until Friday week, which was 
granted, the accused men being allowed to 
remain on bail. 

Mr. M. J.. Walshe, State Solicitor, who 
prosecuted, applied for an order to inspect the 
accounts of both accused men in the Midland 
Bank, Leicester, and also the accounts of 
L. Jordan, Ltd., Leicester, of which, he said, 
Mr. Chapman was the major or full owner 
of the shares, and Mr. Town the managing 
director. Similar orders had been made by 
the Dublin District Court, and had been 
obeyed by the English banks, which had 
given every co-operation. : 

Mr. E. Monahan, íor the defence, raised 
the question of jurisdiction, and said that 
if the Justice had not jurisdiction he might 
be personally liable if he made the order. 
The Leicester Company was not within the 
jurisdiction at all or before the Court. 

Mr, Walshe said that a similar order was 
recently made by the Dublin ‘District Court 
against three English banks in the case of 
the Attorney-General v. Coleman, and all 
three had obeyed the order. 

The Justice granted the order sought, and 
also made a similar order in respect of the 
accounts of L. Jordan, Ltd., Ennis, in the 
Provincial: Bank, -Ennis.
